to him by Dr. Jackson. 
He filed Ills caveat 


in tho Patent Oflkr. Wasninglou, in 1837; 
perfected-his invenlion in 1840; and In 1844 
completed the first eleclrlc telegraph in the 
Uuiteu States, between Washington and 
Baltimore. 


The representatives of the principal Euro 


pean powers assembled at Paris, at about 
the year 1S37, presented Mr. Morse with the 


tcrlbed thst I will speak of U but briefly.—
